several miles. While there has been no loss of life in this town, the 


damage estimated at $100,000, 
been caused. 

The Alameda schoo! house was torn 
to matchwood and ecattered for miles 
around.

MARETING OF 
GRAIN IN US. 


Plans Are Discussed at Meeting of 
American Farm Bureau 
Federation 


CHICAGO, July 23.—Plans for co- 
operation in the marketing of grain 
and livestock and development of bet- 
ter marketing facilities were discussed 
today at a meeting of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation. 

The organization plans a permanent 
bureau in Chicago, vested with auth- 
ority to determine the best means of 
disposing of produce through co- 
operative efforts, This would elimin- 
ate speculation and stabilizs prices 
to the consumer, the speaker sald. 

“We plan to organize local grain 
interests in every state, so that tho 
producers will have control of the 
grain unti{ it reaches the consumer,” 
said J. R. Howard, president of the 
delegation. 

“This is a fight against the broker 
ang the middle-man,” 

E. D Meredith, United States secre- 
tary of egriculture, on his way back 


to Washimgton after spending a va-! 


cation in low, told the delegates that 
the departmen® of agriculture was 
conducting research work among the 
farm organizations so as to promote 
co-operation with the 4e; ment. 

Frank Meyers, secretaty of the Na- 
tional Farm Grain Dealer associa- 
tion, told of the progress in dOeganzing 
farmers co-operative elevator com- 
panies in tho Mississippi valley. Ho 
said there were about six hundred in 
Illinois alone, and four thousand in 
the middle west, 

A committee of 600 farmers from 
every state will call on Senator Hard- 
ing.and Governor Cox, with a request 
that they state their position on agri- 
cultural affairs, it was decided to- 
day by the National Board of Farm 
Organiation. Questionnaires already 
have been sent out to the candidates 
by the organiation, which, according 
to officials, represents sixteen farm 
organiations, with a membership of 
2,000,000.

They immediate- 
ly turned towards the shore, but be 
fore they had gone another two hun- 
dred yards, a heavy wave from behind 
completely filled the canoe wivn water, 
Jull, who was a poor swimmer clune 
to the boat, while Mills and Sinclair 
started forthe shore. Sinclair found 
that he was unable to make the shore 
and at once swam back to the canoe. 
A few moments later, Mills was heard 
to scream and ‘was seen to sink. 
Sinclair and JuH were reacued from 
the canoe by a fanmer named James 
Gibson, who ‘heard their cries for 
help.

CANADIAN AND U. S. 
OFFICIALS CONFER 
ON CARRYING MAIL 


VANCOUVER, B.C., July 23,—Can- 
adian and American officials, includ- 
ing J. O. McLeod, superintendent of 


the Canadian Railway Mail Services, 
conferred with Superintendent Beth- 
am, of the Canadian Ocean Services, 
here today regarding the carrying of 
mail from United States points to the 
Orient on Empress liners. Since Do- 
minion authorities and the Canadian 
Pacific have been unable to come to 
a eatiafactory arrangement to handle 
mail across the Pacific, it has been 
routed via Seattie and carried by Jap- 
anese steamers.

Mr. Wood in an address that lasted 


for one and a half hours, dealt with 
the many pheses that had brought the 
United Farmers ‘of Alberta into being 
and finally concluded with an appeal

\o give a contr’bution of individu@l 
service to the work in hand in order 
that the local particularly andthe 
U. F. A. movement generally might be 
strengthened. 

Distinct class legislation was not 
what the farmers wanted, Mr. Wood 
told his audience, and he expressed 
the belief that if the farmers’ move- 
ment wag followed along the right 
lines it would eventually become the 


stabilizing influence that would con- | 


tribute toward the elimination of the 
conditions of unrest at present pre- 
vailing. 
Financial Interests Behind Abolition 
The epeaker referred to the action 
of the government in its abolition of 
the wheat board after resolutions had 
been sent to the government from 
fermers’ organizations asking for its 
The chief reason why 


continuance, 
the wheat board had been disestab- 
lished, Mr. Wood. declared was be- 


cause the financial interests of the 
country had been able to wield the 
greater power, With the wheat 
board in operation, it did not make 
much difference to the farmer @t 
what time he sold his grain, but with 
the open markets, general speculation 
was found to work to the deétiiment 
of she farmer. 

Mr. Wood asserted he was not radi- 
cal but was a supporter of stable gov- 
ernment and 
would realize they had a duty to per- 
form not only for themselves but for 
the people of the dominion at large. 
The farmers were not seeking class 
legislation at the exipense of the peop- 
le but they had become a class organ- 
ization—an economic class onrganiza- 
tion, because they had been forced in- 
to it by general circumstances, He 
pointed out that There was a reason 
for the existence of the U. F, A., but 
advised that unless national interests 
were served, that farmers could not 
hope to justify the existence of the 
United Farmer. 

Dealing with the social conditions of 
unrest, Mr. Wood told his audience 
that before the people could ever hope 
to succeed in effecting a remedy, they 
must investigate the cause; must 
search al} that had been done in. the 
past and must follow with additional 
improvement, 

The law of competion had been the 
false law of social life in the past. It 
liad caused the strongest to survive 
snd the weak to fail; and when the 
weak began to fail the only way out, 
as evidenced to them, was that of am- 
iigamation, co-operation. Primarily, 
t was this principle that had ‘brought 
the Canadian Manufacturers into be- 
ing and after they had set the examp-

The farmers today, Mr. Wood said, 
were organized on an economic basis 
and the reason for it was that the 
jeconomic interests were more vital 
}than any other problem ‘in life. And 
only by combined interest, could the 
farmers hope to discover an efficient 
Sroup that would lead them along the 
right changels, Al] farmers ‘were 
interested in the same economic way 
|by reason of the fact that they had a 
common viewpoint, At this time 
they must, of necessity, take the Ine 
of least resistance, and the economic 
line was thesonly one offered them, 

Dealing with democracy, he declar- 
jed democracy must establish itself in 
thé law of co-operation. But no force 
had yet been developed ior co-opera- 
tion alone. Conpetitive purposes | 
made their presence felt and this 
competition Was at the base of all de- 
structive law? 

Concluding, Mr. Wood declared that 
}all locals must, of necessity, mobolize 
their strength and endeavor to im- 
prove the group idea for co-operative 
advancement, They must raise the 
group idea acid intelligence on a 
much higher basis and on a common 
underetanding. - 

(Mr, Lucas, whose address was giv- 
en by way of introductibdn to hig audi- 
jence, explained that although he had 
been pominated as their candidate | 
to contest the riding, he was not a 
| politician neither was he a platform 
lorator. He had ‘been born on the 
|farm, however, and knew the life of

CONDITIONS IN RIOT-TORN BELFAST 
REPORTED “NORMAL” FRIDAY NOON 


Belfast, July 23.—Conditions in riot-torn Belfast were re- 
ported by the police at one o’clock Friday afternoon to be 
“normal.’’ The city was beginuing to check up the loss of 
life and jthe damage resulting from the two days and nights of 
fierce fighting between Sinn Fein and Unionist mobs, with the 
attendant looting by hoodlums. 

Thursday night was one of terror and bloodshed up to 
three o’clock, when things quictened. Sporadic shooting Fri- 
day morning caused fears that the turmoil was to be continued 
Friday. Up to 1 p.m., the city had remained comparatively 
quiet under a downpour of rain, although passions were run- 
ning high and it was unsafe to predict what later hours might 
develop. 

The exact number of casualties resulting from the fighting 
probably never will be known.

The Railway Situation. 


Fifteen of the sixteen unions of 
U. S. railway-workers decided to 
accept the twenty-one per cent in- 
crease in pay granted them by 
the labor wage board; though 
they did it under protest, and will 
register a demand for more forth- 
with, The other union, that of the 
telegraph operators, is to take a 
strike vote of the members, The 
railway-workers, that is to say, 
are not satisfied with the award, 
and ‘the controversy is not ended. 

The railway companies prompt- 
ly met the award or anticipated it, 
with a demand for increased rates. 
The proposed rates, however, it is| 
calculated would bring in more} 
than a billion and a quarter dol-| 
lars of additional revenue, while| 
the increase in pay would eat up 
six hundred millions. The com- 
panies, that is to say, are willing 
to tax the public a billion and a 
quarter more and split with the} 
employees on a fifty-fifty basis. 

Though not ended therefore the 
controversy has got to a new stage. 
It is not now one in which the 
public appear as parties of the 
first part. The function they are 
to perform has been pretty well 
decided, They will have to pay 
more for travelling on the rail- 
ways and for shipping goods 
over them; probably a billion dol. 
lars per year more. The point 


of dispute now is how the spoils} 


are to be divided between the com- 
panies and their employees. The 
employees perhaps figuré that as 
they have to”stand the blame for 
the increased rates being imposed 
it is not fair that the companies 
should pocket half the proceeds. 
The commission for ‘the trouble of 
‘passing the buck’’ onto the pub- 
lie is a trifle high in their estima- 
tion and they want a slice of the 
other six hundred millions, 

The Canadian railway-workers 
will doubtless take their cue from 
the U, S. railway men, and also 
demand whatever additional in- 
crease may be granted to the lat- 
ter. Forbid that the Canadian 
railway executives should be sup- 
posed less willing or less able to 
turn a wages demand to the ad- 
vansage of the railways than the 
directors of the U. 8. roads; they, 


too, have doubtless calculated that | 


the eighteen per cent rate increase 
they are to ask for would meet 
the twenty-one per cent wage in- 
crease if split fifty-fifty. 

The public on both sides of the 
border are thus left in the position 
of very much interested but not 
very influential on-lookers. Their 
part appears to be to ‘‘wait and 
see’? what is to be done to them. 
Perhaps the railways will demand 
a still further increase in rates if 
they have to yield something more 
than the twenty-one per cent 
raise to the employees—as they 
likely will. The railway ‘‘prob- 
lem’’ seems to be: How much is 
railway service going to cost? -

Russian roubles and Trot- 
sky promises of friendship would 
have been bought too dear at. the 
price of breaking up the sym- 
pathetic understanding that holds 
the late Allies together and leav-| 
ing Britain ir a position of un- 
splendid isolation. As’ between 
France and Russia, every conceiv- 
able principle demands. that Bri- 
tain stay with France; and _self- 
interest seconds the demand.

Government returns credit Wes- 
tern Canada with 15,771,000 acres 
of wheat. All the rest of Canada 
has 1,315,000 acres. The total is 
17,186,000 acres. Wheat is bread 
and bread is the staff of civilized 


| life. It has been so thronghont all 


recorded ages. So far as can be 
seen it will be during all the ages 
to come. Being the staff of life 
Wheat is wealth. The value of gold 
is measured by its power to pur- 
chase wheat. The nation that pro- 
duces the most wheat has the 


greatest wealth. } 

Wealth is power. Egypt and 
Assyria were great and powerful 
because of their assured produc- 
tion of wheat. It was their wealth 
of wheat that enabled them to 
establish the earliest recorded 
civilizations with an education and 
culture as finished as that of to- 
day. It was their wealth in wheat 
that enabled them to raise and 
equip armies and to extend their 
authority far beyond their original 
borders. The Egyptians were 
able to build the pyramids and 
fringe the Nile valley with temples 
in stone that are the wonder of 
the modern world, because there 
was always ‘‘corn (wheat) in 
Egypt.’’ The architectural am- 
bitions and achievements of the 
Assyrians were even greater than 
those of the Egyptians. But build- 
ing of brick instead of stone, the 
record does not remain in Assyria 
as in Egypt. The tower of Babel 
was built out of the wealth of 
wheat on the plains of Mesopota- 
mia, as were the Pyramids out of 
the wheat wealth of the Nile val- 
ley. Its wealth of wheat, more 
than any other factor, is what has 
enabled the United States to 
achieve the position as a nation 
and as a world power that it holds 
today. 


The blanket of black soil that 
covers the Canadian prairies from 
the Red River to the Rocky Moun- 
tains is wealth, and civilization, 
and power because it produces 
wheat and because its nature is 
such that it can continue to pro- 
duce wheat for generations. In 
that black soil lies the future of 
Canada. It is the foundation of her 
national greatness, present and 
future. 


But posibilities are not results, 
and only results count. Egypt and 
Assyria which alternately domin- 
ated the ancient world, have been 
under the heel of oppression for 
centuries. Russia has more square 
miles of wheat producing black 
soil than the Canadian west, but 
her people are poverty stricken 
and starving. The possibility of 
wheat production is not civiliza- 
tion. There must be actual produc- 
tion, the result of the application 
of industry, skill and foresight 
exercised under favorable condi- 
tions as to social order and gov- 
ernmental authority. 

It is by human effort pro- 
perly applied and directed in 
causing the earth to “produce 
wheat that wealth and power 
are created and _ civilization 
built up. The production of wheat 
is not an end. It is a means to an 
end, And the end is the develop- 
ment under progressive conditions 
of the people who produce the

BIG WHEAT CROP NEEDED 


Toronto Globe: 
If the weather is fropitious during 


the next three weeks the Canadian 
West will be able to do ‘ts share to- 
ward obviating famine in Europe. At 
present rain in generous quantities is 
needed in many 6ections. Its arrival 
would relieve the anxiety not only of 
the farmers, but of those who are 
acquainted pith the world's impera- 
tive need for every bushel of wheat 
that can be cropped. Europe's de- 
mands are estimated at from 
620,000,000 to 660,000,000 bushels. 
She cannot begin to supply that her- 
self, and owing to conditions in Aus- 
tralia and India must depend largely 
upon the harvests of North America 
to meet her needs. If dry weather 
cortinues in the Canadian West tne 
hoped-for crop of up*to 320,000,000 
bushels or more may be cut almost in 
half, and this country's exports would 
then be a mere fractidn of what is 
mow hoped for and desirable, The 
surplus in the United States, providing

until the beginning of next year, Can- 
ada and the United States will be the 
hope of Europe in the meantime, 

So far the outlook in the Canadian 
West does not justify pessimiem, and 
with the hoped-for rains would war- 
rant optimistic visions. The estimated 
area under wheat is 15,771,900 acres, 
against 17,750,167 last year, a decrease 
of ten per cent, That is “Sunother 
reason for the anxiety of thogee whose 
study of the food situation leads them 
to reiterate the cry for production.‘ 
With a smailer acreage under cultiva 
tion it fofows that an unusually good 
crop will be necessary to make up the 
natural shortage that such a condi- 
tion would’ produce in normal times. 
All Canada and much of Europe will 
have reason tuo rejoice if the rosiest 
expectations of the country’s wheat 
crop are realized,

ANTS GROW MUSHROOMS 


The reputation of King Solomon as a 
naturalist has been much enhanced by the 
comparatively recent discovery of the fuct 
that certain ants do, as he assert¢d, make 
a business of gathering and storing grain. 
But there are other ants which pursue a 
much more remarkable practice, Phey 
cultivate mushrooms. 

The eo-called parasol ants of Prazil get 
their name from their habit of marching 
along in single file, each one with a piece 
of green leaf held over its head. These 
scraps of leaves are taken to underground 
chambers, well chewed, and allowed to fer- 
ment and decay in a mass, through which 
the mycelium or a fungus soon begins to 
run in white threads. When little mush- 
room buttone have started to develop the 
workers bite them off and feed them to the 
baby ants.

Lloyd George told a deputa- 
* tion of the parliamentary com- 
mittee of the trades union 


congress yesterday that he 

was as anxious as any man to 

see the Irish question settled 
on a basis acceptable to the 
majority of the Irish people. 

Mr. Lloyd George declared 

the government was not afraid 

to accept a truce; but that it 
could not permit overt out- 
rages and murders. It was 
prepared to go a long way to 
letting Ireland manage her 
own affairs,. he. said.. The 
premier suggested that labor 
could use its influence to se- 
cure a settlement... . . ...-. 

London, July 23.—‘‘I regret to 
have to say that parliament and 
the kingdom must prepare itself 
to face a bitter period in Irish 
history, as there will be a deter- 
mined organized attempt to es- 
tablish an Irish republic by means 
of murder and intimidation,’’ de- 
clared Sir Hamar Greenwood, 
chief secretary for Ireland, in the 
course of a debate on Irish affairs 
in the house of commons yester- 
day. He appealed to all parties 
and creeds to support the gov- 
ernment, predicting the situation 
would become still werse than at 
present. 

“The attempt to form a re- 
public in Ireland will'not be aban- 
doned without a’ struggle,’’ the 
chief secretary said, ‘‘but it can 
be defeated by united determina- 
tion of all parties and all creeds 
pyoinedy to oppose savage me- 
thods and reserve their natural 
right to decide as to the ultimate 
and best government for Ire. 
land.’?”. 

‘‘There never was a time,’’ he 
added, ‘‘when the Irish executive, 
the British cabinet and the house 
of commons were more desirous 
of settling this age-long Irish 
question, and we are ready to 
welcome representations from 
every quarter as to the best me- 
thod of solution.’’

BE CREATED IN 
ALTA, THIS YEAR 


Difficulties Between Dominion 
and Premier Appear to Be 
Overcome 


The ground seems cleared now for 
the creation of a court of appeal in 
the province of Alberta, which will 
mean the appointment of two more 


high court judges. Lawyers say that 
there is a congestion in the courts and 
taere is need of the additional judges. 

The provincial legislature in the 
seséion of 1919 passed legielation pro- 
viding for the additional court but 
the act wag left to be proclaimed by 
the lieutenant-governor in council. 

The Dominion hag to provide the 
money for the court expenditure and 
name the judges, although the pro- 
vince creates the court. At the last 
session of parliament estimates were 
passed for an additional judge, 

In the last session of the provincial 
legislature the opposition took the 
attorney-general to task for not pro- 
claiming the act, accusing him of 
holding off tae legislation until there} 
was a chance of a Liberal] government 
being in power in the Dominion, 

Mr. Boyle replied that the act was 
not brought into force because the) 
Dominion had failed to provide the 
additional expenditure. The opposi- 
tion said that the additional expendi- 
ture wag ‘not authorized because the! 
province had not brought the act into 
force. | 

At the recent session cf parliament 
provision was made for two addition- 
al judges, which will enable the gov- 
ernment to bring the act into force. 
It is not expected tnat anything will 
be done unti) after recess. 

The names of Messrs, Johnson ot 
Lethbridge and Jamieson of Edmon- 
ton have been mentioned ag probable 
judges. The names of Mr. Tweedie 
and Hon. C. R. Mitchell, have also! 
been mentioned, but neither seems 
very anxious for the position.

ment. Senator Lougheed will con- 
tinue as acting minister of the depaft- 
ment for the present. He is now en- 
gaged In winding up much of the work 
which was of a purely temporary 
character. “Vocational training will 
cease in the near future,” said he, 
“and such relief activities as were 
carried on last winter will not be 
needed in future. A very large staff 
is thus being released and in the near 
future the only work to be carried on 
will be of a permanent character, 
such as the care of amputation, tuber- 
culosis and mental cases and 
ables, 

“There are approximately 4,000 am- 
putation cases, 2,000 cases of “tuber- 
culos‘s, 200 incurables and 7,800 men- 
tal cases now in charge of the board in 
Canada and the care of these may be 
regarded as permanent. The smaller 
hospitals, however, are being closed 
and ali temporary work is now being 
wound up. ' 

The Wheat Board 

In view of the removal of control of 
the wheat markets the minister be- 
Neves that the necessity for the wheat 
board in Canada is past. He pointed 
out that the board might function in 
the future if conditions should war- 
rant it.
